and red apples. I think there is no sight in the 
world, unless, perhaps, a vineyard of ripe grapes, 
which gives such a comfortable feeling of Nature’s 
prodigal fertility and God’s good bounty as a corn- 
field, where the stacks of cern-stalks stand close 
together, and here ani there are heaps of ripe, fall 
ears, and thicker than the stones of the soil the 
round and yellow pumpkins lie smiling in the 
sun. 

He that can pass through scenes like these with- 
outa swelling heart of gladness and a grateful 
recognition of the Lord’s unmerited bounty, must 
be very dead in unbelief. For this, the lesson of 
God's bounty is written all over the field, the orch- 
ard, and the garden, and he who runs may read, as 
well as he who lies here in the elm-tree shade and, 
with eyes half-shut, surveys the illuminated typog- 
raphy of God. 

Nor will the healthy mind fail to detect also the 
marke of God’s wonderful power and wisdom as 
the author and finisher of creation, and the myriad- 
minded being who presides over the commissariat 
of Providence. The thoughtful will never weary 
in studying and admiring the adaptations of means 
to ends, which pervade the material structure of 
our earth, and the whole wonderful provision of 
Nature, whereby seed-time and harvest are insured 
to us. This entire earth, with its varied and con- 
curring elements, seems organized for the express 
purpose of feeding man. All things work together 
in earth and air and water for our good. Thesun 
shines, the moon and stars ride through the night 
the winds blow, the rivers run rejoicing to the sea, 
the clouds gather, the ice forms and melts, the 
lightning glows from one end of the heavens to the 
other, invisible agencies are at work in the soil be- 
neath our feet, invisible agencies in the atmos- 
phere about us, invisible agencies in every drop of 
water that hangs in dew upon the tree-top or that 
helps to fill the channels of the deep--all work on 
for the grand consummation of the year, the sub- 
hime “it it finished” of Natuie’s agonies and strug- 4 
gies, the Harvest. 

What seeming confusion among those agencies, 
and yet what perfect harmony with each other 
and with all the uses and ends of Nature and of 
Providence. How silently too and secretly they 
work. Human plans are ushered in with noisy 
obtrusiveness and vain parade and the unconcealed 
creaking of the rude machinery, But all things 
in God's kingdom, whether of nature or of grace, 
come not with observation. There may be ineffa- 
bie harmonies, unheard by human ear, that float 
oft from their very perfectness of motion, but no 
rade jarring, no harsh creaking and rattling, as in 
man’s weak and clumsy struggles. 

How strange and different from man’s ways, 
that the ground beneath our feet, so homely in it- 
self and so devoid of nutriment for animal life, 
should bud and blossom with the rose, should pro- 
duee from its bosom all that can tempt the delicate 
palate or build up with vigor the bones and 
sinews of a manly strength.

Who can fol- 
low the harvester in the nodding grain-field, and 
fail to recall the sweet, sad vision of Ruth, glean- 
ing in the rich acres of her noble kinsman? Wio 
can stand among the golden sheaves, without be- 
ing reminded of the fateful day when little Jo- 
*epb, gay and sportive in his coat of many colora 
as the butterflies that he chased through the grass, 
Went over the fields to Dothan, in search of his 
scowling brothers? Samson’s foxes, with their 
burning fire-brands, rush through the standing 
Corn of our imagination. “The long gleam of 
the ancient Nile ” is before us, and we revel in the 
*even years of plenty, and mourn amid the blasted 
Crops of the seven years that swallowed them up. 

Yonder, at the head of his little band of disci-

indicate the man of sorrows. He, who was rich 
b+ per compare, for our sakes has become poor. 

€,who has filled every grain of this ripe har- 
vest and whose sunshine and showers have caused 
whe grass to grow in the valleys, is glad to feed his 

ery followers with the panper’s privileged 
handful as they pass along; andeven of this the 
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deprive him, because, forsooth, it is the Sabbath 
day! How often that meek and royal form rises 
before me amid the ripened and the gathering 
grain. Methinks the farmer need never be st a 
loss for profitable and suggestive thought, for 
every grain-field seems hallowed by a Savior’s 
footsteps, and every whitened stalk and every 
wayside flower, and even every stone, and brier, 
and weed, and bit of trodden soil are mementoes 
of his wise and gracious words.

THE WRONG BOAT. 

As to the port you will come to, much depends 
upon the boat you take. Is there any doubt about 
it? Most people will say No. But most people 
will act Yes. Choose like a master, and repent like 
adog. Resent that charge; but then tell me how 
it is that the majority of voyagers across the sea 
of life find themselves so often prisoners, shut up 
on various charges, in what, at a distance, looked 
like a friendly harbor? I am led to this grave re- 
flection by a recent light experience. If you want 
to go to Nyack, and the time is Saturday, late in 
the forenoon, and the Hagle comes along, scream- 
ing at you, as it rounds the point, “bere’s your 
chance and now’s your time,” and the wharfmen 
promise fair, do you suppose that your ignorance 
of facts, your credulity, or heedlessness, or much 
wisbing, will help you out of your dilemma, or 
change the drift of events for you in case you actu- 
ally embark? You want to get off at Poughkeep- 
sie? Yes; the Hagle will allow that. Set your 
foot on deck—you are a prisoner. You fool! 
there’s a right place and a wrong place for every 
mortal in this world. Unquestionably your place 
is on the Daniel Drew, and there comes the lordly 
steamer, fifteen minutes behind your time, back 
there at the pier; how many hours in advance of it 
down there at Dobb’s Ferry, let me not dare to 
recall. 

Once again more haste had proved worse speed. 

Long after dark we found ourselves at Sing-Sing ! 

We might have gone on further, but it would have 

been in other people’s ways, not in ourown. We 

had lived all day for other people, at least not for 

ourselves, and so we lost no time in seeking a re- 

spectable place of shelter, wherein to hide our- 

selves from the rain and mortification. 

In the morning we had nothing to do but to arise 

again and look forth from our window. We did 
so, and saw Piermount! We saw it with a sigh. 

“Bo near, and yet so far.” Dim, and beyond 
reach, acrozs the Tappan Zee. Nearer, we had 
prison-walls, white and unblenching, on the river’s 
banks ; and we were convicts—for were we not on 
the wrong side of things? We had taken the 
wrong boat, and so had arrived at the abode of 
guilt and shame, instead of the house of love, 
loyalty, and honor! 

It was not among calculated experiences that I 
should stand om a Sunday morning looking from 
the window of “mine inn” toward those white 
prison- walls, repeating Lowell’s words. But surely 
there, if never before or again on earth, one must, 
at such a time, take

Prison- walls will make their own suggestions, 
unhindered, under certain circumstances of con- 
straint, and on a Sunday morning. 
I said to the Hero, who stood about still, sol- 
emnly protesting against the results of what he 
chose to call his stupidity, 
“Come, let us find the churches of this place.” 
So we set out, and the house ef the Lord to 
which we came was the chapel where convict 
women were assembled for worship. We advanced 
toward it by broad paths, which led through a 
flower-garden. 
“ Mockery,” said 
grounds !” 
“ Punishment is not damnation inevitably,” said 
another. “No such need of tlower-garden any 
where in this world as within prison-walls.” 
Once under the prison roof, we approached the 
congregation through the dining-hall, where prep- 
arstions for breakfast were noiselessly going for- 
ward. Bread for the body here—for the spirit 
yonder—and the Stare the mother of the family ! 
The State, whose mighty heart criminals at this 
moment are doing their best and worst to break ! 
Only to think of ii! there would gather round 
that table, and break that bread, the mothers ofa 
hundred families. And who would ask a blessing 
on that meal? The State! How majestic was the 
image which rose up with that thought. Pierced 
by hands which should have brought homage to 
her, how does she stand drooping, bleeding, tearful, 
yet calm—for she knows that victory, even as 
righteousness, is with her—and greater than the 
abasement sought out for.her shall be her exalta- 
tion. And here her peaceful and bloodless work 
of renovation, of reconciliation, of redemption was 
going on, as silently, as securely, as surely as 
though sacriligious hands were not uplitted to do 
violence in all her holy places ; as though, abroad 
and at home, her enemies were not plotting against 
her sacred life. 
But we were hurried on into the chapel. 
We found there an assembly of one hundred and 
twenty women, dressed in uniform—cleanly, neat, 
serene in all outward seeming, as if never a storm 
had tossed or wave dashed over them. A minie- 
ter stood upon the platform at the upper end of 
this long, narrow room, and was addressing them, 
apparently in exposition of some Scripture he had 
just read. It might have been that a Bible lesson 
was under their examination. 
At the preacher's left was a melodeon: the 
young lady seated near it was evidently chief 
musician, Jn fropt of the desk sat the female su- 
perintendent, with an assistant, and a little girl. 
I thought, as I looked at the faces of the women be- 
fore me, it was not unlikely that the little creature, 
placed, as it were, In their midst, though so high 
above them, one of them, being born of flesh, and 
yet an angel to their view, might perhaps preach 
to them with an angel’s tongue that morning. For 
who were these women and girls? Where had 
they all come from? In what respect did they 
differ from the mass of women and girls? They 
looked like such as we are always meeting, and 
dealing with, in the ordinary walks of life. In- 
deed, so fearfully near their kind, though separated

Only once 
did the assistants find a necessity of bringing 
their eyes to bear with solemn scrutiny on aay 
member of the congregation. It waa when 8 
young girl seemed disposed to exhibit some av 
dacieus dream of freedom which had for the mo- 
ment beguiled her. Near by this girl saf the 
blooming, but very tar from beautiful, “ veiled 
murderess,” probably the unbetrayed excitant of 
this younger spirit ; she, herself, composed as if in 
some chapel of ease in her native town, unaware 
of any boat that might take her downto Sing- 
Bing. 

Horrible to think that souls as endangered and 
as dangerous walk abroad unhindered in “ the 
light ef common day,” “veiled” or otherwise, heads 


their brazen foreheads. 

Why are we almost startled when, at some uti- 
expecting moment, we suddenly, in a shop-wim 
dow, or upon the sidewalk, diseover a face that 
looks all purity and goodness? Strange to think 
how human, after all, is the aspect which guilt com- 
mcnly wears. 

There was another thought to impress one ait 
ting there on the hard bench, against the wall, aud 
looking on those convicts. Through what scenes 
each one of them had passed before coming into 
that harbor! They had all made their voyage. 
How disastrous in each case! Outof what sea 
ports they had sailed! Wharf-men, and pilots. 
and engineers had deceived them, had, it would 
almost seem, conspired to deceive them. Alid 
their hearts had listened so easily, believing where 
they hoped! Then, by-and-by, they had seen the 
ship sailing past them in which their passage 
should have been secured! The day waned. Night 
came down. And lo! a prison was in the harber, 
whose gates swung open for them! And they en- 
tered in. 

They had all been brought to judgment! They 
had stood cn trial for their lives, and for their 
“sacred honor.” And life was gone, and honor 
was gone, and where was the hope of resurrec. 
tion? ”

Still it remains, the mystery ot his 
loving kindness! 

A blessing on the man who spoke to those wo- 
men that Sunday morning! who so tenderly 
touched their wounds, and offered balm to them! 
Elsewhere he might find it possible to be arrogant 
and proud ; but not there. There he was reverent 
and humble. It seemed, while he spoke, as though 
he could hardly endure to look his audience in the 
face; as if, while uttering his words of consola- 
tion (yes, for guilt needs consolation!) and of 
Christian brotherhood, and encouragement, and 
sympathy, manfully tender, but not weakly pallia- 
tive, it seemed as if he all the while were saying, 
in his inmost heart, “ God be merciful to me, a sin- 
ner!” God be merciful to him! He gave them 
sigh fer sigh, and tear for tear. They must have 
felt, in that half hour while he was with them, that 
they were human beings yet, with everlasting pre- 
rogatives. That this game of icrfeits need not 
form an abiding tragedy. The ties of humanity 
and love were still in strong continuance. Their 
hold on the outer world was not absolutely lost 
Oh, they were mothers, wives, sisters, and children 
yET! They belonged to the family of man, as well 
as to the family of the State. Prison-walls could 
not so surround as to imprison their spirits. Still 
remained the upward flight of escape to them. The 
fair fields of heaven were free and open to them. 
Their voyage was not ended yet. Though never 
from mortal man reversal of their sentence came, 
it might come from the right hand ef the Lord 
God Omnipotent. Wonderful Gospel of the Son 
of God, which can thus set the captive free ; so that, 
while yet a prisoner according to the flesh, he can 
render homage to law by obedience and dignified 
submission to its penalties, and by—it is a strange 
word to use here, and yet it is the right one—by 
Christian resignation. 

When one thinks that all these convicts arrived 
here at this port, only because, in some hour of 
hurry, of thoughtlessness, of miscalculation, or 
fool-hardiness, they crossed the wharf and the 
plank to the deck of the wrong boat, what shall 
one eay for himself?

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tux State elections held last week in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana resulted in Union victo- 
ries. In Pennsylvania, the contest was close on 
the home vote, but the soldiers’ vote is nine to one 
against the McClellanites, and will bring up the 
Union majority to about 15,000. The congressional 
delegation, so far as ascertained, stands as follows : 
Union, 20; democratic, 4. In Ohio, the Union 
men have carried fifteen members of Congress 
on the home vote, and will elect James M. Ashley 
and Columbus Delano by the soldiers’ vote, leay- 
ing only two, Le Blonde and Finck, to the Oppo- 
sition. The Union majority exceeds 85,000, In 
Indiana, where there is no soldiers’ vote to be 
counted, the Union majority is over 20,000; and 
nine Union congressmen are elected, to two Dem- 
ocrats. In Maryland, the Free State Constitution is 
adopted by a emall majority. 

—F. P. Blair, Senior, has published a ket:er con 
cerning’ Gen. McClellan, going to show that he 
cautioned the General not, to accept the Chic: 
nomination, but to return t> duty in the field; 
and that Mr. Lincoln knew nothing of this inter- 
view until it was ended. 

—The National Union Exccutive Committee has 
issued a strong appeal in favor of Mr. Lincoln, in 
which this sound counsel is given, and it should 
be heeded by every loyal man : 

“ Let special care be taken to secure for every 
soldier and for every sailor who is fighting in the 
field or on the sea, in defense of the country and its 
flag, the exereise of his rightto vote. If any man’s 
right of suffrage is sacred, it is his. See to it that 
he is not deprived of it by negligence or cheated 
jn its exercise by fraud. Send agents to the army 
‘o secure it for him. Where the action of the hos- 
tile legislatures has refused him the right to vote in 
the field, procure for him a furlough, if military 
necessity will allow, that he may vote at home.” 

—An official'report to the War Department, from 
Judge Holt, exposes the conspiracy against the 
Government which has lately me known as 
the “Order of American Knights ;” its purpose 
being to aid the rebels and pull down the Adminis- 
tration. The organization was secret, and the 
members armed. 

—Chief Justice Taney died in Washingten, on 
the 12th instant, aged 88. 

—The Secretary of the Treasu ay has just nego- 
tiated a popular loan of $40,000,000. 

—Several merchants in Baltimore and Washing- 
ton were arrested and their stores seized, on the 
17th instant, for contraband trade with the rebels. 

—Counterfeit fractional currency, amounting to 
$70,000, has been seized this week at Port Jervis, 
N. Y., and in this city. The plates were found, 
and several of the counterfeiters arrested. 

—A convention is in ‘senengetn oe oe to con- 
sider the su of forming a ion of the 
British North American Provinces. 

—The bi-centennial anniversary of the conquest 
of New Netherland by the English was cele- 
brated in this city last Wednesday by the Histeri- 
cal Society.

Ov how much more worth to-day is a nation 
than asingle man. This young nation, planted 
with wonderful providences, grew with celerity 
and vigor to® surprising manhood ; but its right 
hand was withered. The right arm of any nation 
is that which holds justice and Wberty. Both had 
shriveled in our nation, under the paralysis of 
slavery. In his own mysterious way, God had 
appeared for our relief, and the command was to 
this people, Stretch forth thine hand. The nation 
obeyed with a sword in its hand, and now, 
not a sheep but a man, and not one man but mil- 
lions, are in the pit of war. To save the nation is 
good work for Sunday and sanctuary. A Sunday 
teo religious for patriotism, a church too sacred 
te be used for the reseue of wretched men, re- 
ligious men so devout as to be neither just nor 
humane, are not Christian. They are Jewish. 
They are not even Jewish according to the nobler 
teachings of the prophets of that illustrious peo- 
ple ; but of that degenerate day when men bound 
burdens on their fellow-men, which they would 
not touch themselves with their little finger ; when 
they devoured the houses of the poor, but made 
long prayers, robbed with broad phylacteries, and 
tithed mint, anise, and commin, and omitted the 
weightier matters of the law—justice and judg- 
ment. Such men, trained to superstition, could 
not break the Sabbath; but they crucified the 
Savior. And there be men in our day that are 
ashamed to have introduced upon the Sabbath 
day a patriotic subject ; but they tolerate with the 
utmost complacency the crucifixion of millions 
of their fellow-men. 

Our nation has come to a decisive hour. Two 
roads lie just before us—the one bright with 
justice, with righteous law, with benign govern- 
ment, with industry, with prosperty, and with 
universal renown : the other lurid with corrupt 
passions, with conflicts ever renewing and never 
ending, with principles subverted §but never 
abandoned, with national integrity shattered, and 
a future of shame and world-wide derision. 

There never was a time when men were ealled 
to a decision under such circumstanees of 
solemnity and of importance. 

The first canvass that I remember was that of 
1840. The nation was then convulsed. But as I 
look'upon the actual interests at stake, they were 
not to be mentioned with those that are at stake 
now. 

Call to mind the exceeding fervor and zeal and 
energy of 1856. They were real and important 
issues that were brought before the community 
then ; and yet the question was only as to whether 
the territories should be cursed with slavery, and 
the nation be responsible for its extension. 

Now, the question is not of this policy or of that 
policy ; it is not a question of commercial interest, 
it is nota question of tariffs: the question is, 
Shall the nation itself exist ; or shall it be rent asun- 
der? This is the one question that absorbs ‘all 
others—Natijonality, or no nationality. 

’ At all times a citizen’s vote is a high duty ; but 
when the destinies of one’s country, and the cause 
of government itself, and of popular liberty are to 
be determined, nothing can be more august or 
more golemn than the vote. All the votes of your 
life-time have not meant so much as that single 
one which you will cast in the approaching 
November, 

It is my duty to set before you some considers- 
tions that should influence a Christian man. In 
the first place, I shall consider some of the motives 
that are proper and some that are improper, to 
actuate Christian voters. 

Let me, in the first place, rule out improper con- 
siderations. 

1. We are not. at liberty in this matter to be 
either indifferent or ignorant. When great duties 
rest upon us, indifference is a sin; when those 
duties involve the welfare of others, indifference is 
acrime; and when the crime reaches to the life 
of one’s government and country, indifference is 
a treason. And that man, in such an hour as 
this, that counts his political duty to be a matter 
of indifference, is guilty of sin, and crime, and 
treason. You are not at liberty to say, “I do not 


care.” You are bound to care. You have no 


right to live under these skies, and under this | 


government, and not care. Nor is ignorance less 
asin. Noman may go wrong, and plead, “I did 
not know better.”

Read, ponder, decide in 
the fear of God and in the love of man, and we 
will take the consequences. 

You must not eny more settle this great duty 
by any secret or avowed prejudice, by any impa- 
tience of temper, or by any grudge. You must not 
settle your course because you like or dislike men. 
We have a preference of men ; but there are times 
when principles are at stake, and men become 
comparatively insignificant, and derive all their 
importance from the fact that they represent those 
principles. And you cannot, as our government is 
constituted, set them aside without setting aside 
what they represent. You have no right because 
you have been injured, or because your friends 
have been injured, to take an oblique course, or to 
refuse any activity. It isno time for personal feel- 
ings to dictate a patriot’s duty. Itis for thirty mil- 
lions of men that you are acting. That should make 
every man’s conscience as free from bias as that of 
an honest judge on the bench ; and every man that 
votes in the approaching month should vote as 
though he sat on a bench, and was sworn to 
justice—for his ballot is judicial. Lay aside 
grudges, and slights, and angers, and go with 
clean hands and Christian honor to your impera- 
tive duty. There never was a man, that had any 
experience of public affairs, that was not obliged 
to submit to what seemed to him indignities. 
Public men, or men engaged in public matters, 
must bear what they suppose to be injuries:

I think 
you have heard of him. He despised such things, 
and brushed them frem him daily as he did the 
dust from his coat; and his name will never die. 
Another man there was that was wrenged ; and, 
taking counsel of his hatred, he seught to betray 
his country into the hands of its oppressors ; and 
the name of Arnold shall rot. Choose which ex- 
ample you will observe. 

3. Nor have men a right to settle the question 
before them on economic grounds. That is to say, 
you have no right to determine your duty from 
considerations of profit or loss, of convenience or 
inconvenience. The price of flour, I know, is 
high, and of coal, and of cloth, and of butter ; 
but I did not know before that the price-current 
was a patriot’s constitution, and that he measured 
his duty by whether that went up or down. I 
know how, when it is stated to you, you scorn 
the idea of selecting or pursuing your duty as a 
citizen from a consideration so mercenary as this ; 
and yet, thousands of men say, “Times are so 
hard, we must have a change of some sort: [ 
cannot stand thie.” You cannot stand fifty cents 
a pound for butter; but you can stand betraying 
your country! You want to get smaller prices ; 
but you would get, not smaller, but larger prices, 
if the ideas you advocate were to prevail. Thou- 
sands, ineonsiderate and uninstructed, are tempt- 
ed to say, ‘ We must have relief.” Yes, you 
must have relief; but it is quite an important 
question whether you will have it at the kands of 
the devil, or at-the hands of God 

When Paul, and those in the ship with him, 
having been cast about on the dep till they were 
worn out with hardship, drew near the land, the 
sailors, making believe something else, let dow 
the boat, and attempted to make their escape, 
leaving the ship’s crew and passengers to perish ; 
and the apostle declared, ‘‘ Except these abide in 
the ship, ye cannot be saved.” The boat itself 
would have been swamped, and the sailors would 
have perished ; and for lack of the sailors to man- 
age the ship the crew would have perished. All 
would have gone to the bottom together. 

There are some men in the ship of state that 
are fools enough to jump overboard to verify their 
declaration, “ Any change is better than this.” 

4. Nor has any man a right to take his line of 
duty frem considerations arising from wearinass 
and impatience. Neither of these considerations 
is manly or patriotic or Christian. 1 hear Christ 
saying to every one, “ What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour?” For four years we have 
borne the storm, and we have almost weathered it ; 
and is this the time, when the clouds are growing 
thin, when the blue is beginning to shine out, 
when fair weather is just beyond, for men to give 
up to weariness, to discouragement? You may 
have suffered, you may have been tried; but is 
not the integrity of this great nation, and the 
glorious future that awaits it, worth all that you 
have suffered ? And by-and-by, when the clarion 
sounds ; by-and-by, when the uneffaced banner is 
lifted up in every state; by-and-by, when once 
more this government is recognized, and stands 
in all its majesty and freedom, will not you rejoice 
that you were counted worthy to suffer something 
for the sake of so great a consummation? Cast 
not away, therefore, the con ace which ye have.

patriotic fathers, as well as our fathers by blood ? 

Take those two platforms, and read them. Look 
at the base negations of the one, and the absolute, 
perpendicular, bright, shining statements of the 
other. See how the one lifts itself up so high that 
the very light of God’s sun shines in glory on its 
head, declaring men’s rights, emancipation, gov- 
ernment, nationality, and the maintenance of war 
tilllaw shall be established ; while the other 
sneaks out of every such declaration, and only de- 
clares against the government, against the army, 
and against everything but a treacherous peace. 
The one is in sympathy with all that is patriotic 
in the North; the other is in sympathy with all 
that is rebellious in the South. The one is 50 
glorious that to siton it and obey the dictates of 
manhood is to be ewthroned higher than any kiug 
on earth; the other is so low that to sit on that 
dooms a man to be claimed by all Southern vil- 
lains, and the devil that inspired every one of 
them. 

Let us, then, next,make a statement more at 
large of the questions atissue. Having laid be- 
fore you some considerations which should guide 
your spirits, jet me say that this is a struggle for 
national life—for one government, as opposed to 
a disruption of the Union, and a division of its 
contents. Disguise it as you may, this is the 
issue. The parlies inevitably take opposite sides. 
You go for national life and unity,or you go 
against them. You cannot help yourselves. There 
is something higher than human volition. Taere 
is a nature of things, a logic of events, a compul- 
sory current; and if you go in one direction, you 
go for national life and national integrity, whereas, 
if you go in the other direction, you go for govern- 
mental dissolution. A man may take a car at 
Boston, and say, “I am going to New York;” and 
yet, if the car that he takes is bound to Portland 
and Bangor, though he may say, “I think I am 
going to New York; I am sure I am,” he will go 
to Portland, and not to New York. And if a man 
takes the cars toward disunion and secession and 
slavery, he may say, “I am patriotic, and [ am a 
friend to the government,” but he is an enemy to 
the government, and is wanting in patriotism, not- 
withstanding. I know not to what exteat you 
may deceive yourselves; but I know, and every 
clear-sighted man knows, where you will land. 
You are bound to take the right train,and you 
are bound to have sense enough to find out which 
is the right train. Now, are you prepared deliber- 
ately to plunge this great nation into the abyss of 
conflicting notions? Are you willing, from eny 
grudge, from any idea of economy, from any 
weariness of the struggle, from any motive what- 
ever, to take this great and glorious nation and 
rend it asunder, and cast its fragments into that 
future where there will be turmoil ever-beginning 
and never-ending ? 

This struggle is not new that is going on in our 
It is only an old sore breaking out again. 
For the benefit of many young men who have 


our institutions, let me refer to some stages of the 
growth of this government, as illustrative of the 
present attitude of affairs.

Western nations of Europe, to enlarge the sphere 
of the common people, to inspire intelligence 
| among them, and to make them more dignified ; 

yea, when God is turning the very isles of the 
ocean, avd the continents where heathen d well, 
in the same great course, it isa shame for you, 
the children of Christian parents, and reared in a 
civilized country, to have your face in the other 
direction, and to go toward circumecription of 
human liberty, toward degradation, oppression, 
and tyranny. You are bound to go with the anal- 
ogies of God’s providence in the world, and not 
against them. 

4. You must be supremely guided by Christian 
ethics ; by that justice and that humanity of the 
Gospel of Christ which has wrought revolution, 
and reformation, and civilization in every ignor- 
ant and oppressed nation of Europe. 

Can any man object to such a view as this ? 
Are not these simple and sensible canons by 
which men should regulate their judgment and 
their actions ? 

Let us apply them, then, to, the two policies and 
the two platforms which are before the couatry. 

If we ask, in the first place, What is the Chicago 
Platform? I can tell you in one word what it is. 
It is expressed in the single sentence, We are out, 
and we are determined to bein. There is not a 
principle in it deeper than that—not ene. Not 
one word is there in it against rebellion ; not one 
hearty word against secession; not one earnest 
word against natiooal dismemberment ; not one 
word against slavery, the sovereiga cause and 
source of all our woes. For all that it says, you 
would never know that there was a doctrine of 
human rights, or that that doctrine was in peril. 
If Ihad entered the councils where Wickliffe, and 
Bramlett, and Wood, and Valandigham, and 
Long, and Seymour conferred, and were manu- 

ing the Platform on which they were to 
place their candidate, and had said to them, 
“ Gentlemen. let me propose to you some princi- 
ples that shall shape your conduct ; yeu are bound

The second Union that was formed in our his- | 


tory was that which the thirteen colonies entered 
into as a means of prosecuting their war for in- 
dependence. The agreements were called “ Ar- 
ticles. of Confederation.” They were not adopted 
until the 15th of November, 1777—a year and a 
half after the Declaration of Independence had 
been made ; and they were not ratified by all the 
colonies till 1781. There is one feature in hem 
to which I shall call your attention. It is the last 
Article: 

“ Every State shall abide by the determinations 
of the United States in Congress assembled, on all 
questions which by this Confederation is submit- 
ted tothem. And the Articles of this Confedera- 
tion shall be inviolably observed ~by every State, 
and the Union shall be perpetual; nor shall any 
alteration at any time hereafter be made in any of 
them”—and so on. 

: You will observe that the first Union, in 1643, in 
New England, was a league that was to be perpet- 
ual. You will observe, also, that the Confederation 
in 1777 and 1781 was made to be perpetual. I: was 
not a loose affiliation, which any part was at 
liberty to throw up when it became dissatisfied 
with it. All parts bound themselves to make it 
perpetual. 

Then came the third Union. A convention 
was called for the formation of a Constitution and 
anew government. It convened on the 14th of 
May, 1787, in Philadelphia. The very first ques- 
tion which arose was as to whether the govera- 
ment should be a Confederation, and the old Arti- 
cles should be amended and added to, or whether 
they should proceed to form a new national gov- 
ernment, in distinction from @ mere confederation 
of sovereign States. That question is not a mod- 
ern question. 

The first convention was called at Annapolis ; 
and when the delegates came together they were,

, as tedeclare “ that a national ought to 
be established, with supreme executive, legislative, 
and judiciary departments.” Mr. Patterson, of 
Ney Jersey, in behalf of the delegates from that 
state, and of a majority of those from New York, 
andsome others, submitted a counter proposition, 
providing for such an amendment of the existing 
Articles of Confederation as would tend to obviate 
the difficulties which hed been the principal sub- 
jects of complaint. To the question, “ Shall we 
form 2 confedera‘ion ?” one party said “Yes.” To 
the question, “ Shall we form 4 national govern- 
ment ?” the other party said, “ Yes.” And by a 
decisive majority, after a prolonged debate, it was 
voted to form a national government, and not a 
| confederacy of states. = - 

| Now, this question, which is discussed in our 
| day, as though it had never been raised before, 
was raised when this government was established, 
and was settled; and the men who made the 
Constitution set out on purpose to make a national, 
perpetual government. ; 

The term “United States” began to be em- 
ployed at this time. It was the custom of the 
convention, whenever an article was fully 
adopted and determined upon, to place it in the 
hands of the committee of revision, to put it in the 
best literary form. That committee substituted 
the term “ United States” for the word “ National,” 
because, as is supposed, they regarded it as mean- 
ing the same thing, at the same time that it was 
mOre satisfactory to those who favored the main- 
tenance of a’confederacy. 

The Constitution was adopted by the conven- 
tion-on the 17th of Sept., 1787. The thirteen states 
subsequently called conventions to consider it. It 
was debated in every one most searchingly —par- 
ticularly in Massachusetts, and New York, and 
Virginia. Its principles were discussed in Vir- 
ginia even more thoroughly than in the conven- 
tion itself. 

The history of the world never saw a govern- 
ment so elaborately considered. The formation 
of our Constitution is one of the world’s wonders. 
It stands alone ia public annals. It was the re- 
sult of the gradual growths and developments of 
society in America. It passed through three 
forms. First, there was the Union of New Enz- 
land ; then there was a Confederation ; and then 
there was a National Government. The Consti- 
tution for the National Government was passed 
over to the people of the thirteen states. Dele- 
gates were appointed by these states to meet and 
decide upon its merits, by whom, after the utmost 
investigation, it was adopted. ‘And no one thing 
was so much considered as the power of this gov- 
ernment. 

The two things that are placed beyond contro- 
versy by history, therefore, are, first, that the 
states were to retain their local sovereignty ; that 
all things which affected the people of the states 
exclusively were to be managed by them ; but, 
secondly, that upon those great interests which 
were common to all the states a national govern- 
ment was to be erected, which was to be perpet- 
ual, at the same time that it was to be in its own 
sphere supreme. 

Now, in the light of these remarks, turn back 
and consider the steps of growth, and the results. 

«You will recollect that,in the Union formed in 
England, which was the type and root of all 
the others, the condition was that it should be 
perpetual. In the Articles of the Confederation 
which was subsequently formed. it was declared 
that that should be perpetual. When the National 
Government, more elaborate, was formed, its 
Constitution was prefaced with the words “ We 
the people of the United States.” Some members 
of the convention were in favor of striking out 
th’s clause, strenuously urging that there should 
be a confederation of the states ; but it was car- 
ried overwhelmingly against them. And it read, 
‘when carried, not “ We the Colonies ;” not “ We the 
Thirteen States ;” but, “We the people of the United 
States”—what ?—“ in order to form a more perfect 
Union, establish Justice, insure domestic Tranq uil- 
lity, provide for the common defense, promote the 
general welfare, and secure the blessipgs of Lib- 
erty to ourselves and our Posterity, do ordain and 
establish this Constitution for the United States 
ef America.” 

The Union before had been declared to be per- 
petual; but it was found that there were endless 
difficulties in the working of it, and that it was 
necessary not to change it in that regard, or to 
take away from it, but to add to it, and make it 
more perfect as a Union that should be perpetual. 

Now, it is not the states that decree this for the 
people ; itis the people that decree it for ths 
states. And this settles the question historically 
beyond all controversy. 

But there is an additional fact—namely, that 
the Southern States, Virginia and South Carolina 
particularly, were those that were most eager for 
the national goverament; whereas, the New 

Snglamd States, Connecticut particularly, were 
ot oars of national government, and in favor 
r of reignty. The northeastern colonies, 
you kagw,, lad gone through a long battle against 
prerogative and monarchy, and had been trained 
| to look with jealousy aad suspicion upon the 
taking away of their state rights ; and they, owing 
to this fact, went into the conveation afraid of an 
absolute national government, because it would 
deprive them of their local independence, and in 
favor of a confederation—which was a different 
thing. Butthe Southern States had had no sach 
| training, and they were not for a confederation, 
| but foran absolute national government. What 
has wrought the change in these two sections of 
the country? For now, New England and the 
whole North are united in the doctrine of national 
government, while the South has wheeled about, 
and pleads confederation in distinction from na- 
| tional government. What has revolutionized their 
ideas ? Liberty has grown in the North and 
| Slavery in the South ; and this circumstance has 
| changed them. Thatis the root of the whole 
| matter. 
| This, then, I repeat, is a struggle for nationality. 
As I said, it is not new. It began with the very 
; commencement of our laws and institutions. All 
the reasons for maintaining such a government as 
| this which existed at the formation of our Union 
and Constitution have tenfold force now. The 
: blessings which have arisen, and which are prom- 
‘ ised to national unity, are not less than our fathers 
sanguinely anticipated, but unspeakably more. 
( It is remarkable to read the debates that took place 
in the constitutional convention, and in the state 
; conventions subsequently. It may be said that 
the dangers which were most feared have never 
shown their heads at all,and that the dangers 
which have shown their heads and been most po- 
tent were scarcely at all suspected. While these 





; men were wise, there evidently was a Providsnce 


that was wiser than they. Thousands of difficul- 
ties, against which they made vigilant provision, 
did not exist ; and thousands of difficulties, which 
they made no provision for,and which they scarcely 
suspected, were the lurking dangers of our future 
history. 

The blessings of national unity—who shall 
need to descant upon them? What other nation 
has, within the period of eighty years, risen from 
the condition of separated colonies, exhausted by 
war, bankrupt, on the eve of dissensions among 
themselves, with no fixed goverament, and with 
scarcely anything but floating principles on which 
to form a government—what other nation has, 
within so short a period, risen from that condition 
to a dignity and strength such that nations three 
thousand miles distant are interested in humbling 
and dividing it? 

It was told me in England, not once, nor twice, 
nor thrice, nor ha!f a score of times, “You are too 
strong, aud we cannot afford to have you united ; 
for you will dominate and dictate policy to the 
world, if you go on in the way you have gone.” 
And men there did not hesitate to say, “We hope 
the South will succeed, and break up that Union 
which threatens to overshadow all the nations of 
the globe, and read laws to them.” My reply 
was, “Gentlemen, if we overshadow all the nations 
of the globe, and read laws to them, they shall 
not be laws of a tyrant’s hand, or of selfish greed ; 
we wyll read a new evangel of liberty, and justice, 
and prosperity, and will stand as the elder brother 
ef nations that are beginning to walk with their 
faces toward Zion.” AndIam proad of this na- 
tion, not on account of its warehouses, or ships, or 
farms, or arts, or literature ; but because it is the 
representative of the latest and best developments 
of Christian ethics in civil polity. It is that which 
makes ws great, influential, and the leader of na- 
tions in their pilgrimage toward universal liberty.

idea of unity; but once let that germ be destroyed 
| because the South has succeeded in breaking 

away and the North has consented to it, and in- 
stantly the West will say, “ Well, it was worth 
while to stay with the old Union ; but, since that 
is gone, we are at liberty to seek our local con- 
venience. And why should we stand in cohesion 
to the East? We will be a separate confederacy.” 
And the-States beyond the Mississippi, and near 
the Rocky Mountains, and the midland States, will 
have the same reasons for withdrawing. And the 
people beyond the Rocky Mountains, in Califor- 
nia, will go by themselves, actuated by the same 
motives. The glorious idea of unity once gone, 
men are left to the play of selfishness, and, what 
18 Worse, the play of ambition. Every separate 
organization must have its separate government 
and officers, so that the field for ambition will be 
much larger than ithas been. And, if you begin, 
there is no telling where you will end. There 
will be a multiplication of fractional nations. 
And the moment these fractional nations begin to 
multiply, each one must be to the whole expense 
of maintaining the government which is developed 
among them. Each one, besides carrying its 
other burdens, must have its standing army, and 
must build forts to divide it from the others. Do 
you think that the expenses of this war are great ? 
Let me tell you that you have only put your hand 
in the top of your left pocket. Lest this war close 
in an armistice that leads to separation, and sepa- 
ration will follow separation, and there will be 
taxes for new armaments, new forts, and new 
armies ; and war will become chronic. Let me 
bid you take heed how, from reasons of economy, 
you stumble into the gulf of secession and dis- 
ruption. 

But that is not all. If the South is suffered to 
go off, the North is left, of course, to pay the enor- 
mous war debt of two thousand millions of dol- 
lars. There is now nearly fifteen hundred mil- 
lions of the capital of the Free States invested in 
government securities; and repudiation of this 
would be the bankruptcy of almost every man of 
property other than real estate. And how loag 
would it be before the West and the Northwest, 
to get rid of the debt, would break away. and 
ieave the North and the East to carry it alone ? 
It would not be possible for the North and the 
East to incur the debt, and they would be obliged 
to repudiate ; and with repudiation would come 
universal bankruptcy in the Free States. There 
is nota man that has any money in government 
securities that is not held as a hostage to nation- 
ality; for half the property of the North stands 
pledged to the maintenance of this government in 
its unity. You court bankruptcy if you go 
against it. What is Wall street doing? Show 
me aman that trades in government securities, 
and that believes in disruption, and is striving to 
bring it about, and I will show you a man that 
never keeps them. I can understand how a for- 
eigner, who is indifferent to our success, or who 
wishes our overthrow, may use these securities as 
a gambler uses a pack of cards, shuffling and 
dealing them, and shuffling and dealing them 
again, never letting them stick to his own hands ; 
but every honest citizen, every farmer, that, hav- 
ing five hundred dollars, responded to the call of 
his country for means, and exchanged his money 
for Government Bonds; every man that, really 
loving the nation, patriotically subscribed what- 
ever amount he could toward maintaining this just 
war, will become bankrupt if the cause of the 
Union fails. It is a question of bankruptcy to 
every one whose funds are invested in the Gov- 
ernment. 

3. Inconsidering your duty as Christian citi- 
zens, the very first step must be to make certain 
the preservation of the Union. This must not be 
left to any mere hope or chance. 

If you should be sailing on a ship-of-way and 
there should be the cry of “ Fire! fire! near the 
magazine !” what would you think of the captain 
or officer who should say, “ Let us not break up 
this convivial party ; somehow or other, I think 
the fire will be put out?” would you not say, 
“Fire near the magazine! We caunot afford to 
leave it to be put out somehow or other. We 
must see to it ourselves.” And would you not 
drench it, and drench it, and drench it, till there 
was not a spark possible ? 

And so in respect to the matter under consider- 
ation. The necessity of the continent is the pres- 
ervation of this one government. It must not be 

left to any contingency. It must be made sure. 
And you are bound to adopt those methods for 
preserving the Government which will leave 
nothing to doubt. 

Now, contrast the two platforms, and see 
which seems most likely to maintain national uni- 
ty. Look at the thoroughness of the enuncia- 
tion of principles in the Platform of Baltimore. 
See how they are the principles of the fathers. 
See how they are the principles on which law 
and Constitution are built, and which the last 
eighty years of administration has rendered dear, 
and justly dear, to the American heart. See how 
openly and unflinchingly they are declared? 

On the other hand, lo»k at the Platform of Chi- 
cago, and find mea principle in it,if you can. 
You might as well fish in the common sewer of 
Brooklyn for trout as to make the attempt! There 
is not one init. And this webbing, deceiving 
negation, this ponderous platform of pretenses and 
fauit-finding, is pressed, as the instrument of na- 
tional preservation, against the platform that an- 
nounces the doctrine of the fathers, recognizes 
with pride the victories which we have achieved 

| on tea and land, and avows its determination to 
| defend to the last the glorious banner upon which 
|

state that has come into our community. Which 

of these platforms is the more likely to main 
| tain this prime, indispensable necessity of national 
government and national unity, that of Baltimore 
or that of Chicago ? 

Look at the liberty which there is in the Balti- 
more Platform ; look at the secession and rebel- 
| lion and—what was the cause of both—slavery 
which there is in the Platform of Chicago. It is 
as dead as the sepulchers, and as full of dead 
men’s bones. You might as well go to the pyra- 
mids of Egypt to ask inspiration for liberty, as to 
go to that dried thing that was made by animated 
mummies! I am ashamed that there were found 
in this nation, and I am ashamed to be obliged to 
acknowledge as fellow-citizens, men who were 
left to be so juggled and so bewildered as to put 
forth, in this momentous crisis, such a platform 
as that, and ask the people upon it to go into this 
election and take the government from its present 
hands. It would be a disgrace to the age, and it 
would be disgraceful to the men that made it—if 
they were capable of being disgraced ! 

Look at the determination of the Baltimore 
Platform to put down armed resistance to this 
Government by all the force of the nation. There 
is no faltering ; there is no evasion ; there ars no 
double terms ; there are no hidden meanings. It 
speaks as a warrior should speak. That platform 
was written witn the sword. Now go to the 
platform that was drawn out of the ooze and mud 
of corruption at Chicago, and that Southern se- 
cessionists had made and passed over to the hands 
of their pliant tools in the North, who hoped, by 
their hypocritical pretenses of love to the Uaion, 
to commend their action to the favor of the people— 
go to thatgand see no determination to put down 
armed resistance to the Government. How do 
the adherents of that platform mean to maintain 
the integrity of the Union? There is the old for- 
tification of slavery and rebel‘ion, and we have 
been throwing the heaviest bombs at it, and vast 
globes of solid iron have penetrated its embrasures, 
and we are in the act of bombardingit with real 
tangible missiles of war; and here comea band 
of Chicago reformers, who say, “There is no use ; 
the war is a failure ; let us try popguns, and can- 
bon firing feather-pillows—peace and armistice.” 
They mean to exhaust the resources of statesman- 
ship. If they only exhaust their own resources 
of statesmanship, it will not take them half an 
hour! 

Look at the Baltimore Platform, that implies 
some blame of the Administration. Look at the 
Chicago Platform, that breaks out all pimpled over 
with blame of the Administration. Well, tren, 
they agree, at last, do they not, to have blamed 
Mr. Lincoln and his Cabinet? Nota bit. They 
‘were never wider apart than in this. For Baltimore 
blames the President for lack of unity in the Cab- 
inet, for a want of expedition, for not having more 
feith in the people, and for not doing more ; while 
Chicago blames him for doing too much. You 
know it was Aaron’s rod that swallowed all the 
rods that turned to serpents.

Is it, 
man that is famous for energy and promptnoss of 
action? Not his best friends would say that |, 
ita man who is the antithesis of Mr. Lincoln iy 
caution? Where Mr. Lincoln is tied with ong 
knot, he is tied with forty, in caution. Is it ¢ 
man who has been successfal in what he has 
undertaken ? It is a man who had two prolonged 
years of disaster. It is a man—whatever may be 
his private virtues, and I think they are many— 
whose public administration has not been such as 
to make him a fit rival or successor of Mr. Lin. 
coln. It is not my wish to indulge in personali- 
ties. I would rather regard both Gen. McClellae 
and the General-in-chief, Mr. Lincoln, ag mon 
that represent parties and principles ; but L leave 
it to the judgment of even children, and mach 
more of men of practical experience, whether, if 
the nation is to be saved and victory is to crows 
our arms, Mr. Lincoln is not, with the teaching 
and experience of the last four years, better 
adapted to the position he now occupies than that 
man who has only been tried, and disastrously 
tried, in military service. 

l leave for another occasion the discussion of 
the actual steps and progress of this war. I havs 
desired to-night to bring before you this ome 
simple, central issue—namely, the indispensable 
necetsity of maintaining this National Government 
entire and intact at all hazards. 

And now I say to every young man that shall 
cast the first vote in his life-time, God signals your 
entrance upon political life by an opportunity that 
does not occur once in a thousand years to man er 
nation. Your first vote will be one of those votes 
that will decide whether this nation is te bea 
nation fair and proportioned and victorious, or 
whether it shall be like a vast rod of iron shat- 
tered into & thousand fragments.

But, if 
you will not be found there, oh, do not let your 
patriarchs and leaders be such immaculate mon 
as Fernando Wood and Vallandigham, eminom 
for patriotic service, uncorrupt men, virtuous 
men, liberal-minded men, disinterested men!

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HOW TO MAKE A GREAT CAMPAIGN 
MEETING. 

















Ir is as much an art to make a popular meeting 
as to meke a clock; and both these ar's flourish 
in Yankeeland. Of course, great popular meet- 
ings are based on great popularenthusiasm. Wiih- 
out this enthusiasm, no meetings, however well | 
arrapced, can be successful. Based ou this en- 
ibusiesm, it may be said that such meetings are | 
born, not made—are spontaneous, and not mainu- | 
factured. But oftentimes the necessary condi- | 
tions for such a meeting exist in a community, | 
and yet no meeting is held. The existing enthu- 
siasm is not summoned to express itself. The | 
promising cloud is allowed to pass away without | 
the fulfilling rain. 
genious direction of the public mind—a failure 
to issue the requisile call, to appoint the requi- 


This is for want of a little in- 


site committee, to take the requisite responsibil- 


ity. So, no meeting is held, where a great one 
might and ought to have been held. Many such 
omissions are likely to be made during the closing 
‘weeks of the present political campaign, to the 
serious detriment of the Union Cause. How shall 
this neglect be remedied ? 

We are led to these remarks after having wit- 
neased a stupendous spectacle (surprising to every 
ene who saw it, both managers and guests) at 
‘Woodstock, Conn., on Wednesday of last week— 
where, in a quiet village of 700 voters, and five 
miles distant from a railroad station, a Union 
meeting was held numbering fifteen thousand peo- 
ple! Never have we seen, in any rural district, 
80 megnificent an assemb]age—whose picturesque 
effect was still further heightened by the gild- 


and d'splay at Woodstock, on Wednesday. It was 
an occasion that wiil never be effaced from the 
mem: ries of those who enjoyed it, and those who 
looked upon the ecene from some eminence had 
view but few see once in a life-time. 
We have spoken thus specially of this meeting 
for two reasons: first, because we saw it; and, 
second, because we wish to recommend it as a 
model to other country neighborhoods. This meet- 
ing is believed to have been the finest of its kind 
held any where during the present campaign. 
But there is to reason why it should not be out- 
etzipped in many other places between now and 
November. Noone connected with its manage- 
ment had any expectation that the gathering could 
possibly be eo large. The very fact, therefore, of 
such an unexpected multitude demonstrates a 
laient readiness in the people, who, the moment an 
opportunity is given them to show their interest 
in the Presidential canvass, will pour out in 
stch numbers as to bring to mind the first great 
Uprising of the People after the shot at Sumter. 
We believe that a demoastration as grand as this 
at Woodstock might be made in a hundred, nay, 
a thousard different places throughout the North 
before the 8th of November. And who could 
calculate the greatness of their results? Such 


| meetings are immediately needed in every North- 


ern county, doubtful or certain. In a struggle 
like the present, in which the life of the nation is 
at stake, no effort that can be put forth to make 
the victory overwhelming should be left untried. 
And nothing so helps the carrying of an election 
as great meetings for a great cause. Let, there- 
fore, every farmer who reads these lines straight- 
way ask himself,“ Have we had a great moeting 
in our village? No. Then let us have one, with- 
out delay. What are the necessary steps?” To 
which we answer, the first necessary stsp is, 
some patriotic and energetic man should deter- 
mine that there must be a meeting. Having 
made this determination, let him break the matter 
to half-a-dozen wide-awake neighbors, responsi- 
ble men, competent to be a committee of 
management. Let this committee send word far 
and near, by poster, advertisement, and circular, 
that such a meeting will be held, giving time and 
place. Let a good array of speakers be secured in 
advance, that there may be no disappointment to the 
people after they have assembled. Let these ar- 
rangements be made by the committee, and the 
people themselves will take care of all the rest. 
The meeting will be a grand success. Indeed, 
with only ordinary good management, there will 
be no possibility of failure. Such a meeting is to be 
held in Plainfield in the same State, Wednesday, 
October 26th. Let everybody go! Friends and co- 
workers! during the few days that remain before 
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States was to be made the sanctuary of slavery. 
Ske was to be exhibited to the world as the fa- 
vorite divinity of the Fathers of the Nation, en- 
shrined by them as the ark of their covenant, safe 
from all profane hands, to be worshiped and 
obeyed by their tribes forever. The Prigg case 
was the fist fruits of the new judicial dispensa- 
tion. Then was it adjudged that a slavemaster 
might seize his slave anywhere, North or South, 
where ke could lay bands on him, and carry him 
off without any process of law whatever, provided 
it could be done without a breach of the peace. 
Should resistance be made, a certificate of a Just- 
ice of the Peace, the claimant being a witness in 
his own case, cured all defects and perfected his 
title. A Free State might not interpose a trial by 
jury between a kidnapped citizen and life-long 
slavery. The disputed possession of a sheep 
might demand the arbitrament of a jury and a@ 
court, but the liberty of a man was to be summa- 
rily disposed of by the first Justice Shallow or 
Justice Overdo that might come to hand. Trial 
by jury, habeas » every safe-guard of per- 
sonal liberty was sweptaway by this High Prie-t 
of Justice whenever they werein the way of 
slavery or inconvenient to a kidnapper ! 

The infamous Dred Scott decision followed in 
about ten years, and filled up the measure of judi- 
cial servility. This decision was delivered by the 
Chief Justice himself, and was prepared by him. 
It is too familiar to our readers to require a miaute 
recital of its details. It is enough to say that, 
after ruling that a free negro is not a citizen of 
the United States, and, therefore, not entitled to 
sue in its courts, which should have ended the 
matter, he proceeded extrajudicially to decide a 
point not before the court, and: not argued, and to 
pronounce the Missouri Compromise unconstita- 
tional, and all laws of Congress forbidding slavery 
ia any territory an exercise of authority over pri- 
vate property not authorized by the Constitution ! 
And it was in the argument by which these enor- 
mous conclusions were arrived at that he gave 
utterance to the obiter dictum that a negro “ had 
no rights that a white man was bound to respect!” 
And this, on the authority of the Fathers of the 
Republic ! 

It is a fortunate infelicity when a bold man 
puts his wickedness into an epigram. It inheres 
in the minds of men and keeps his name fresh and 
black in their memories forever. This sentence 
will keep the memory of Chief Justice Taney alive 
in the popular mind as long as the memory of 
slavery endures. It compresses into a single line 
the whole bloody history and lawless law of slav- 
ery. “The evil that men do lives after them,” 
as Shakespeare tells us ; but the remembrance of 
thie evildec‘sion, and of the evil heart from which 
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and Vigor, always giving his sympathies and the 
weight of his opinion to the cause of republican- 
ism, revolution, and freedom. 

Though his ancestral estates lay in the pleas- 
antest part of England, in Warwickshire, the 
climate was not congenial to him, and after pulling 
down a house on which he had expended large 
sums of money. and selling his landed property,he 
purchased a villa in Florence, where he and his 
family lived for many years. But he was always 
sh Englishman, in the best sonse of the term, and 
returned to die near the spot where he was born. 
Hislea:ning was great, and his style was remark- 
able for its purity and vigor; scholars and men 
of tbought must always find delight in the perusal 
of his “ Imaginary Conversations,” buat it is doubt- 
ful whether any of his productions will find a 
permanent place in Eoglish literature. He was 
an admirer and friend of Southey, but he dwelt 
apart from the great literateurs of his time, for 
very few of them had any sympathy for his re- 
publican opinions. Byron says of him, in the last 
canto of Don Juan. 


“That deep-movthed Beotian, Savaxe tand: +, 
Hus tasen for a swan ;ogue Soutwey’s gander.” 


The poems, tragedies, and comedies, the first 
published works of Landor, have long since sunk 
out of sight and heating; they are never quoted 
from, and rarely seen except in very curious col- 
lections of books. His first publication was a 
volume of poems, which appeared in 1795, when 
he wes but twenty years o'd; this was followed 
in 1798, by his Gebir and by Poems from the Ara- 
bic and Persian in 1800. Gebirus in Latin, in 
1803, and Limoniaca, a poem, in 1806. He pub- 
lished several other now forgotten volumes, and 
in 1826 the first volume of his Imaginary Conver- 
rations, by which he will be longest re- 
membered. These Conversations range over 
all history, and display immense erudition, as 
well as subtlety of thought, and an extra- 
ordinary creative feculty. The first volums 
is dedicated to Major-General Stopford in the 
Army of Colombia, and boldly pronounces the 
author’s eympsthy with rebell'on when it is un- 
dertaken for the sake of freedom. The second 
volume, which appeared in the succeeding year, 
was dedicated to General Mina, the Spanish lead- 
er, and in this volume is contained the conversa- 
tion between Washington and Franklin, which 
displays a very remarkable knowledge of the po- 
litical history of the United States. The third 
volume, which is dedicated to “ Simon Bolivar, 
the Liberator,” Contains in the dedication the fol- 
lowing sentence, full of important suggestions for 
the statesmen of the present time: “ The Anglo-

Tue ftuctuations in -the price of gold, and the 
great excitement of the elections, alike limit all 
transactions in trade to actual necessities. There 
is considerable fear of stock on the part of dealers 
and jobbers, and prices continue weak at the heavy 
decline of last.week. Until the Presidential elec- 
tion is over, little will be done. Faull three-fifths 
of the factories -aave reduced their production 

- from one-balf to three-quarters ; and this check to 
production must eventuate a reaction in prices of 
all. staple.geods in the spring. Perhaps a better 
demand may arise in the latter end of the season, 
but it is.not expected. There is a better demand 
for prints, at the great decline submitted to last 
‘week, and some jobbers are replacing their stocks 
im consequence. A further decline has, however, 
taken plece in prices, and the market is very weak. 
Brown and bleached shirtings and sheetings are 
rather firmer, with an improved demand. Denims, 
stripes, and ticks are more steady, and Uanton flan- 
nels. more active. Woolen goods show no reduc- 
tion. Prices.continue at the recent decline, with, 
however, mone activity in all desirable goods, es- 
pecially fancy cassimeres, clegkings, etc. Shawls 
are rather slow of sale, prices weak. Welaines are 
amore animated, but at a decline.
